SACRAMENTO, March 3.—Rec- 
ommending that a bond issue of 
| $43.776.973 for the construction of 
roads of the State trunk highway 
system be submitted to the voters 
at the 1926 election in lieu of in- 
creasing the present gasoline tax, 
B. EB. Hast, chief engineer of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornia and a member of the high- 
way committee of nine, today filed 
with Gov. Richardson and the 
Legislature a minority report of 
the committee’s findings. The ma- 
jority report, recommending an 
increased gasoline tax, was filed 
some time ago with the Governor 
and the Legislature. 

East's report contains twenty- 
two typewritten pages and ts a 
comprehensive recitation of the 
months of investigation made by 


the committee, which visited every 
county in the State itn making a 
study of the highway system with 
a view to future expansion and 
financing 

East charges in his report that 
“the unequal distribution of high- 
ways and construction funds im- 
poses not only an unjust burden 
of taxation upon the south as a 
whole but it imposes an unjust 
and never-ending obligation upon 
the motorists of the south in the 
maintenance and upkeep of the 
State system.” 


UNJUST TO SOUTH 


“Under the present system and 
the proposed expenditures,” the 
report eays, “these motorists will 
be called upon to contribute some 
57 per cent of the motor vehicle 
funds and receive in return less 
than 86 per cent of the expen ‘i- 
tures upon roads which they use.” 
r East points out that the thirteen 
southern counties contain 47.8 per 
cent of the area, 46.5 per cent of 
the population, 61.3 per cent of tax- 
able wealth of the State and in 
1924 registered 57.2 per cent of the 
State's motor vehicles. 

“In the face of these facts,” 
continues the report, “it muat be 
apparent that it is essential to 
the future welfare of our State 
highway development that some 
method of distributing revenue and 
benefits be set up that will Insure 
justice to all sections of the State 
and avoid the development of one 
largely at the expense of the other. 


GAS TAX INCREASE HIT 

“IT am convinced that the only 
sound solution is to eliminate the 
local problem from State-wide fi- 
nancing. I cannot believe that it 
ia to the interest of the State to 
usurp the prerogative of the coun- 
tiles in the matter of solving their 
own road problems and in direct- 
ing their local affairs.” 

Referring to the proposal of the 
majority report that the present 
gasoline tax be increased, East 


says: 

“Regarding the financing of new 
road construction, consideration 
has been given to the proposal to 
place this burden upon the motor- 
ists of the State. I have failed to 
recognize any foundation for such 
a radical departure in the method 
of highway financing and consider 
such arguments as have been a.- 
vanced in its favor as defense of 
political expedience rather than 
sound reason.” 

Kast declfres the Indications are 
the motorists will continue to pay 
increasingly heavy taxes for the 
maintenance, repair and  recon- 
struction of highways, adding: 

“If, in addition to this already 
substantial obligation, motor ve- 
hicle taxes are imposed for the 
purpose of providing revenue to 
construct new roads, the time will 
not be far distant when the com- 
bined operating cost and taxes will 
seriously restrict the use of the 
automobile.” 

THREE METHODS 

Fast contends there are three 
methods which may be used to 
raise revenue to continue State 
highway construction, as follows: 
Direct appropriation from the gen- 
eral fund of the State; an adva- 
lorem tax on the general property 
of the State, and State bonds. He 
favors the latter method. | 
“In view of the many sound ar- 
guments against a tax levied by 
the State on property,” the report 
says, “the bond method appears to 
be the most practical means of 
raising money for the construction 
of State-wide roads. This should 
be Hmited to such roads as can 
justify improvement. 

“The taxing of personal and real 
property is a proper function of 
the county. A mill tax for State

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The 
House today placed itself over- 
whelmingly on record tn favor of 
“early adherence” by the United 
States to the World Court “with 
the reservations recommended by 
President Harding and President 
Coolidge.” 

No opposition was expressed to 


ja resolution which was brought up 


by Representative Burton, Ohlo, 
Republican, and requires neither 
Senate nor Presidential approval. 
Embodying proposals by Repre- 
sentatives Fish, Republicans, New 
York, and Moore, Democrat, Vir- 
ginia, it tg adopted under sus- 
pe -the rules, requiring a 
eso majority first by viva 
voce vote, then by a rising vote, 
149 to 10, and finally on a roll call 
301 to 28. 

In addition to expressing its 
“earnest desire” for adherence to 
the court, the resolution states the 
readiness of the House “to partici- 
pate in the enactment of such leg- 
islation as will necessarily follow 
such approval.” 

Representative Burton, tn bring- 
ing up the proposal, alluded’ to 
contentions that only the Senate 
had a right under the Constitution 
to participate in foreign affairs, de- 
claring the House had~- certain 
rights in this respect and citing 
many instances in which ft had 
similarly expressed itself. 

The resolution read: 

“Whereas a World Court, known 
as the permanent court of interna- 
tional justice has been established 
and is now functioning at The 
Hague; and, 

“Whereas, the traditional policy 
of the United States has earnestly 
favored the avoidance of war and 
the settlement of international con- 
troversies by arbitration or Jjudi- 
process; and, 

“Whereas, this court in its or- 
ganization and probable develop- 
ment promises a new order in. 
which controversies between na- 
tions will be settled in an orderly 
way, according to principles . of 
right and justice: Therefore, ‘ be 
“Resoled, that the House of 
Representatives desires to express 
its cordial approval of the eald 
court and an earnest desire that 
the United States give early ad- 
herence to the protocol establish- 
ing the same with the reservations 
recommended by President Hard- 
ing and President Coolidge.

estranged wife, was partly suc- 
cessful today. 

Daniel F. Nugent of New York, 
Stokes’s former attorney, will be 
excluded because the State has 
failed to implicate him, Judge W. 
N. Gemmill said. Judge Gemmill 
indicated he might also exclude 
the evidence against Hattie John- 
son, negress, another defendant, 
but refused to eliminate Robert 
Lee, negro, the fourth defendant. 

Had he eliminated Lee, defense 
attorneys maintained that the con- 
spiracy cas® would have collapsed 
because Stokes would have been 
the only defendant left, and de- 
fense counsel maintains that it 
takes more than one to make a 
conspiracy. The elimination of Nu- 


|@eent and the expected elimination 


of Lee and Hattie Johnsen leave 
only Stokes and Lee on trial. Two 
others who were indicted were 
granted severances and while they 
testified for the State, they re- 
fused to incriminate themselves in 
the alleged conspiracy. A seventh 
man who was indicted has never 
been aptrehended. 

Indicating that a question of pro- 
cedure was involved, Judge Gem- 
mill said he would tesue the for- 
mal ruling in the case of Nugent 
and Mrs. Johnson tomorrow. 


_ STATE CLOSES CASE

Jolliffe, in which the executive de- 
clared that hie hands were tied in 
regard to the action of the prison 
board, in which he expressed full 
confidence. Mayor illard D. 
Ball declared before the Council 
that statements credited to George 
A. Van Smith, president of the 
State Board of Prison Directors, 
to the effect that Alford Was sen- 
tenced to serve concurrent and 
not consecutive sentences, were 
wholly erroneous, since he was in 
the courtroom when the former 
city official was sentenced and 


The Mayor stated further that 
‘under the laws of California, the 
prison board was without power 
to parole Alford, sentenced to 
serve consecutive sentences, until 
the expiration of two years fol- 
lowing his incarceration. Other 
members of the Council who were 
present when Alford was sen- 
tenced substantiateo "Mayor Pall's 
declaration regarding the con- 
secutive sentences and all ¢x- 
pressed the opinion that if Alford 
has been paroled through a mis- 
understanding of his sentence on 
one part of the prison board, that 
parole should at once be canceled. 

Members of the Council and City 
Attorney Joliffe gave it as their 
opinion that if Alford had access 
to them as office trusty it was 
quite possible that the prison rec- 
ords regarding his commitment had 
been altered and it was also held 
not unlikely that he was directly 
responsible for the failure of the 
District Attorney's and Sheriff's of- 
fices in San rnardino to receive 
copies of the role proceedings. 

he resolution asking investiga- 
tion of the parole follows: Where- 
as F. FE. Alford has been hereto- 
fore convicted of misappropriation 
of large sums of money belonging 
to the city of Ontario and sen- 
tenced to an indeterminate term of 
from two to twenty years in San 
Quentin, and whereas, the evidence 
‘adduced at the trial of said Al- 
ford showed that he was a very 
dangerous criminal and in the 
opinion of this board, he is the 
worst and most dangerous crim- 
inal we ever had in Ontario; 

Resolved, that we regard Al- 
ford’s release at this time as a 
very unwise and ill-advised exer- 
cise of the powers of parole, that 
such’ action defeats the ends of 
justice and is well calculated to

| BUSINESS 
CONTINUES 
PROSPEROUS 


in Bank Review, But Basis 
is Well Grounded 


Commenting on business condi- 
tions in the United States, the 
Mechanics and Metals National 
Bank of New York reports, in its 
March review: 

“Business throughout the Untied 
States is active, but it has to some 
extent slackened the pace of the 
forward movement that began 


shortly after November's election. 
The logic of the situation suggests 
s0meé reduction in the manufacture 
and miovement of goods, but this 
does not signify a culmination of 
ahy major business cycle. The rea- 
sons underlying the recent forward 
movement have been too well 
Grounded for that. Measured by 
all normal standards, the country 
is in a prosperous condition, and 
the prospect is one of continuing 
activity. 

“There is a strong buying power 
which is being favorably and intel- 
ligently employed.

tories are. relatively amall. The 
banking and credit structure is 
thoroughly sound, with money 
quoted at rates lower than the av- 
erage in a number of years. Poli- 
tics, national and international, 
are ehcouraging to constructive 
business. 


“Bo many known factors favor 
good times that with the country's 
entrance upon spring, bringing 
moderate weather and opportuni- 
ties for open-air work: it is not 

ble to be pessimistic over the 

mediate prospect. In every part 
of the country there is a large ac- 
cumulation of wealth and an abun- 
Gant energy and capacity, while so 
far as export markets are con- 
cerned, depression abroad has been 
turned into definite progress. The 
West, which was unhappily situ- 
ated up to the middie of 1924, has 
had a large measure of purchasing

HOFFMAN FILES REPORT 

Paul G. Hoffman as vice-chair- 
man of the Major Highways Com- 
mittee of the Los Angeles Traffic 


Commission filed @ communication 


with the Council strongly urging 
that the new City Hall be located 
in such a men as not to 
interfere with the street treat- 
ment as set forth in the Civic 
Center plan of the Allied Archi- 
tects’ Association. This was based 
on a survey and report made by 
Harland Bartholomew, consulting 
engineer of the Traffic Commis- 
sion, upon the relative merits of 
the Cook and Hall plan and the 
Allied Architects’ plan for a Civic 
Center. This report says, in part: 
‘““The Cook and Hall plan sub- 


stitutes and improves the Major 


Trafic Street Pian to the extent 


of extending Spring street to Sun- 
set Boulevard. 


“The Allied Architects’ plan pro- 
vides for extensive additions to 


the Major Traffic Street Pian, as 
follows: 


(a) Spring etreet is continued 
north across the Los Angeles 
River to a connection with North 
Broadway. 

(b) Los Angeles street is ex- 
tended north across the Los 
Angeles River to a connection 
with North Broadway. 


(c) Temple street its con- 
tinued eastward to Santa Fe 
avenue. 


(4) The elevated plaza pro- 
posed for ‘the Administrative 
Center provides for certain sep- 
arated street grade intersections, 
and access tO numerous public 
buildings without interference 
with trafic movement upan 
main thoroughfares, thus con- 
siderably increasing tota] street 
traffic capacity. . 


STREET ENTRANCES 

The Cook and Hall plan is 
principally subject to crit!- 
cism that both the proposed City 
Hall and County Courts Building 
have their principal entrances (1.6. 
east and west) upon heavily trav- 
eled streets. They could not ef- 
fectively be reached by vehicles 
except at the expense of moving 
traffic upon Main, Spring, Broad- 
way and Hill streets, thus limit- 
ing the increased capacity of these 
streets provided by their suggested 
widening. 


“The Allied Architects’ plan is 
subject to the criticism that tun- 
nels of approximately 1200 feet 
are created on Main and Spring 
streets and one of approximately 
1800 feet on Broadway. The Cook 
and Hall plan, however, also con- 
tains a tunnel on Spring street. It 
is believed that 40 or 60 per cent 
of the coverage of these tunnels 
could be left open without detri- 
ment to the design of the center 
and thus materially obviate these 
objections. The separated street 
grades would greatly expedite ve- 
hicle movements. 


“Broadly speaking, the Cook and 
Hall plan may be eaid neither to 
mugment nor injure the Major 
TraMc Street Plan. The Allied 
Architects’ plan provides consid- 
erable increased opportunity for 
traffic movement. The former

The scholarly Madi- 
son, known as “the father of the Constitution,” was not a strong execu- 
tive. In the conflict with England in 1812 he did not distinguish him- 


Jackson's successors, Van Buren, Tyler, Polk and Taylor, were in- 
tellectual men.

Buchanan was well beloved. He was a mild-mannered, polished 
gentleman and a good lawyer, but his confessed inability to cope with

Of course, we might have known lightfully wonderful if it has. So 


that some of those disreputable old 
songs would have to be sobered up 
under prohibition. Even if the old 
tunes are still considered respect- 
able. 


Se when my high-school son 
started singing “There's a tavern 
in the town” around the house and 
I recklessly joined in—with my 
own sinful words of by-gone days 
—he listened in shocked amaze- 

You remember how it goes: 


“There's a tavern in the town, in

Where my true love sits him down,

Ané drinks his wine, midst fun and 
laughter free, 

And never, never thinks of me, 
thinks of me.” 


Most improper, of course. So I 
listened to the revised version as 
sung by the scholars of today with 
respectful interest.

Well, they don’t do anything so 
outrageous today—even if bootleg 
whisky occasioned his discomfiting 
death—“nay, nay “Pray for the 
buffer below,” which is much more 
seemly. 

PRAY FOR HIM 

I think it is still comme If! fant to 
“drink to me only with thine eyes, 
and I'll not ask for wine” because 
really, In a way, that was a quite 
good prohibition song, written un- 
der premature inspiration. 

One regrets that our modern 
poets and song writers have not 
risen more effectually to the pro- 
hibition tnepiration. This tinkering 
with the words of the old songs 
and expurgating history is beneath 
them. 

You know, they rf that the his- 
tory of a country written in its 
songs and poetry. What are our 
modern poets thinking of? It is 
surely time some of them were 
flooded with the proper inspiration 
of their own day. As it is the best 
prohibition songs I can think of 
were those inspired in the earliest 
days of the movement—‘The lips 
that touch liquor shall never touch 
mine,” and “Give me to drink of 
the crystal spring.” 

But, of course, those were the 
dear souls that had the vision and 
not the reality to contend with. We 
may have to watt until all the 


bootleggers are dead.

He added that he would also make 
arrangements for the production 
here in the near future of one of 
Nis plays,:“‘The Pelican,” now run- 
ning in London. 

“I am so much impressed with 
Los Angeles asa theatrical city that 
Iam planning to send many of my 
Plays out here before showing 
them in New York,” said Mr. 
Woods. “I know from experience 
that if they are favorably received 
in Los Angeles they will go in New 
York.” 

Mr. Woods said his opinion as 
to the theatrical possibilities of 
Los Angeles is based particularly 
on the fact that this city pre- 
sents a type of theater patrons as 
discriminating as‘any to be found 
in the country.

Whittier Institution is ‘in 
Throes of Upheaval 


Rather than throw open the 
Murphy Memorial Hospital in 
Whittier to practitioners other than 


physicians and surgeons holding 
medical degrees from schools ac-. 
credited by the American Medical 
Association and the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, five members of 
the board of trustees of the insti- 
tution tendered their resignations 
several weeks ago, it was an- 
nounced yesterday when Mayor 
William Smullin was elected pres- 
ident of the new board, chosen to 
replace the five members who re- 
signed.

to his parents, accused city offi- 
cials and others of a grave breach 
of faith and threatened legal ac- 
tion unless the original agree- 
ment, entered into at the time the 
hospital was built should be ad- 
hered to.

upon an express secured trust that 
has not been proven at all. I 
think counsel for the plaintiff have 
very properly and very honestly 
admitted that fact. 

“The bill proceeds upon the al- 
legation that there was a trust, 
a secured express trust between 
these two men.

He is a 
man of the world who has had 
an extensive experience with men 
and motives. His deals have been 
extensive and they have been in- 
volved. The record shows him to 
be that type of man. It is not 
likely that he could be deceived 
and lulled into security in this 
matter of a secret trust from No- 
vember of L917 until August, 19232. 
I don’t believe that he was.’ 


ASSERTED KIDNAPING 


“IT am not prepared to say that 
I believe the testtmony relative to 
this alleged kidnaping as it was 
presented by the defendants,” 
Judge McCormick said. “It may 
be true. The more experience we 
have in these matters the less sur- 
prise we experience when mratters 
that are apparent!y incredible or 
illustrated in a court, but there are 
some features to the kidnaping in- 
cident which I betieve are not quite 
in accordance with the fact.
